Rio de" Janeiro, December 5th, 1888. 



The 63rd birthday anniversary of His 
Majesty the Emperor was celebrated on the 
znd instant with all the customary formal- 
ities. It was also celebrated by subjects and 
friends with a tenderness and solicitous 
good will which falls only to' those on whom 
is resting the burdens' of years and broken 
health. The Emperor had lived to a good 
old age with uniformly good health, and he 
had therefore never tested the affectionate 
solicitude of his people in this direction. 
He now knows how fully his sufferings have 
appealed to their hearts, and how earnestly 
their prayers, have gone upward for the 
restoration of his broken health and strength. 
The past year has been an eventful one to 
him in many ways. He has once been 
very near the shadowy portals from beyond 
which no traveller ever returns. A great 
and peaceful revolution has also occurred in 
his own country which is destined to mark 
.a new era in its history, and may open the 
way, if rightly used, to the greater develop- 
ment of wealth and happiness among his 
people. That his years may be prolonged 
to witness the good results of this great 
reform will be the sincere wish of the whole 
civilized world. 



The Antagonist aVoused by this dispute 
culminated on the 24.th.in a collision ber 
tween the police and the soldiers, the latter 
aided By a number of citizens who are 
always ready to attack the police authorities. 
The republican press had taken the part of 
the military and a popular manifestation to- 
the officers was arranged for that evening', 
because the regiment had been recalled to 
Rio. A part of the crowd attacked the 
president's palace and office of the chi§f 
of police, while the neighboring streets 
were filled with small disorderly crowds, 
Finally a policeman fired upon a soldier 
with whom he had got into a quarrel, the 
crowd chased the policeman into a com- 
mercial house, and on his coming out, 
partly disguised, he was set upon and 
killed. A police force then appeared and 
fired upon the crowd, several soldiers and 
civilians receiving wounds. The 17th regi- 
ment was withdrawn the next day, and an 
inquiry was at once instituted, the result of 
which has been a justification of the officers 
of the regiment by the superior military 
officers and military club, and the resigna- 
tion of the president of the province and 
chief of police. 



We are now passing through the suc- 
cessive stages of another "questao vuHiar," 
which, like its predecessors, is likely to end 
in the further humiliation of the civil 
authority; .The immediate cause of the con- 
troversy was a quarrel between two women 
of the town in one of the streets of Sao 
Paulo. A policeman undertook to repress 
the disturbance, when a cadet, accompanied 
by six soldiers, interfered and ordered the 
policeman to let the women alone. The 
dispute led to blows, in which the policeman 
received a severe beating and was taken to 
the barracks. Complaint was made to the 
chief of police by two citizens, and he at 
once went around to the barracks to inquire 
into the difficulty. He claims to have 
observed all the customary formalities, and 
his interview with the officer of the day was 
conducted quietly and courteously, except 
as to some cadets present who manifested 
their ignorance of the most ordinary rules 
or discipline by repeated interruptions. On 
the following day, an evening paper pub- 
lished a protest, signed by 19 officers, in 
which the chief of police was accused of 
forcing his way into the barracks and in- 
sulting the officers of the regiment. The 
language used was most violent, and the 
official attacked was characterized as unfit 
for the position held by him. The charges 
made have been categorically denied by the 
chief of police, and the indications are that 
his statement of the case is the correct one. 



Some time ago a well-known journalist 
and historical authority of this city said that 
he is inclined to date an era in Brazilian 
history from the assassination of Apulcho de 
Castro. The high-handed character of that 
outrage, for which the military officers and 
their hired cutthroats easily escaped all 
responsibility, certainly drew attention to 
the weakness -and supineness of the civil 
authorities before the military class. Since 
then two conflicts have occurred between 
the government and police authorities ,on 
the one side, and the military classes on the 
other, both developing great weakness and 
indecision on the part of the former, and 
rank insubordination and a spirit, of aggres- 
sion on the part of the latter. The sur- 
render of the civil authorities in this Sao 
Paulo controversy must therefore be ac- 
cepted as the practical overthrow of in- 
dependent civil government in Brazil. The 
Emperor rules "by the grace of God," and 
the civil authorities will continue to serve 
and draw their salaries "by the grace of the 
army and navy." No one can say, how 
ever, that there is a stable civil government 
when a privileged class enforces its arbitrary 
will at pleasure, setting the law and its 
constituted authorities at defiance, inciting 
disorder and assassination, overthrowing 
ministers, presidents and police officials, 
intimidating cabinets with threats of seizure 
and confinement, meddling with politics 
and civil processes, and, through it all, 
holding itself exempt from arrest and re- 
sponsibility before the common law of the 
land. There is no justice and no guarantee 
for life and property in such a state of 
affairs, Practically we are on the verge of 
a military dictatorship like that which has 
so long cursed the Platine republics, a 
regime made all the more possible and 
probable by the latal blunder of the so- 
called republicans in defending and ap- 
plauding the conduct of the military in 
these controversies. When the republic 
really comes, the republicans will be the 
first to feel the weight of the mailed hand, 
but it will then be too late. 



The acts of Brazilian fiscal authorities are 
so inscrutable that the denunciation of one 
more is but an ungrateful task. We may, 
however, venture to call the attention of the 
government to a case of manifest injustice 
and of so easy correction that, as. it may 
lead to an increase of revenue, some steps 
will perhaps be taken to correct it. It is a 
well known fact that nearly every foreign 
steamship company trailing to Brazil has 
been called upon to make deposits and 



nominate responsible agents here. At the 
same time the whole "tramp" fleet of the 
world can enter this port as freely as the 
elements will permit, and requires neither 
deposit, nor responsible agents. The action 
of the fiscal authorities in obliging steam- 
ship companies to keep funds on deposit 
here, and also responsible agents, was in- 
tended to protect the interests of receivers of 
goods; for the freights being payable abroad, 
any claim for damage to cargo could only 
be recovered by a tedious law-suit here, or 
against the shippers, or steamers, at their 
home ports. And neither of these re- 
courses was satisfactory to our consignees. 
Therefore the authorities acted only pru- 
dently in their attempt to correct a decried 
evil. But these authorities did not provide 
for the appearance of wandering steamers 
which, are increasing and which are quite 
free of the charges placed on regular lines, 
and this is what we complain of, The cor- 
rection is simple in the extreme. Upon 
the entry of a steamer belonging to any line 
that has no recognized and responsible 
agent here, with cargo destined to this port, 
the consignee, or the master, should be 
obliged to sign a bond holding himself 
personally responsible for claims against the 
ship ; and this formality should be insisted 
upon. It is absurd to oblige steamship 
companies, whose vessels are arriving almost 
daily, to lock up money, and guarantee 
their agents against possible claims, when 
any outsider may come in, discharge cargo, 
and if reclamations are made quietly inform 
consignees that they may claim at the home 
office ! A case in point occurred recently; 
the Diario Official of the 26th ulto. contains 
a dispatch from the minister of agriculture 
to the government agent in Europe order- 
ing him to immediately demand from the 
representatives ol the steamship Osmanli the 
value of a case not delivered here and form- 
ing part of an order of material for the fire 
department. The government will get the 
claim, but a private individual would prob- 
ably be told to collect on the curbstone. 



It would seem that the province of Ceara" 
is to again suffer a great drouth and famine. 
The failure of the annual rains and con- 
sequent destruction of pasturage and crops 
has (once more brought the people of that 
provrnce'face to face with starvation. They 
have peen compelled to leave their homes in 
the interior and are now in great part col- 
lected together along the two lines of railway 
and in '*the_ cities of the coast where public 
assistance can be rendered them. Thous- 
ands are already employed on various 
public works and thousands more are 
now dependent wholly upon public relief. 
Hundreds have left the province for other 
localities, and the government is even grant- 
ing free passages to such as wish to settle 
in other provinces. The outlook is a 
gloomy one, even with the slightly hopeful 
news that rains have fallen is one or two 
localities, far the people have abandoned 
their homes and have lost nearly everything. 
Even were the rains to come, it would be 
some time before they would be able to 
produce anything for their own support. 
In view of these periodically-recurring 
drouths, so fatal and costly in their results, 
it is incredible that the government has 
shown so little intelligent interest in meas- 
ures of relief The Quixada job can 
hardly be considered such a measure, for it 
had the interests of the province less at 
heart than those of the parties who were to 
spend the money. It may be that no 
effectual remedy for these drouths will ever 
be found except at a cost far too great for 
the empire to meet, but there are certainly 
some comparatively inexpensive experiments 
that deserve a trial. One of these is the 
sinking of artesian wells, which have result- 
ed so beneficially in other parts of the 



world. The expense of a trial would cer- 
tainly be trifling, providing an honest man is 
employed ; and if successful a number of 
these could very quickly be sunk to meet 
the pressing needs of the refugees and their 
stock. In time these wells could be ef- 
fectively used for irrigating purposes on a 
limited scale. Then in connection with 
these wells, tree-planting should be at once 
encouraged and aided. Fruit trees, which 
thrive so well in Ceara" in normal years, 
should be very largely planted, and also 
other rapidly growing shade and timber- 
producing trees. In California a kind of 
pine has been successfully planted in the 
sandy belt along the coast and has been 
found highly useful to prevent the shifting 
of the sands. Relief measures of this char- 
acter must be based upon definite and 
liberal plans and can only be successful 
when persisted in for '* term ofyears. They 
are not popular with speculators, because 
they afford little chance for profit, but for 
these very reasons they are to be recom- 
mended to the government and to the 
people of Ceara. Instead of spending so 
much on relief every few years, why not 
anticipate the calamity by sinking artesian 
wells and mitigating its effects by new 
plantations of trees ? 



Perhaps it will cool the fevered imagina- 
tions of our Argentine friends just a little to 
know that the enormous receipts of gold, 
which they are so fond of recording, are 
being supplemented by corresponding ship- 
ments when the special objects in view have 
been satisfied. It is not an unknown thing 
for a steamer to carry back to Europe the 
very boxes of sovereigns brought out, and 
with the seals on them unbroken. The 
importation of gold, aside from public and 
private loans, is generally the settlement of 
a favorable balance of payments, and is 
therefore essentially temporary in' character. 
In a country whose paper currency is greatly 
depreciated and is constantly subject to 
rapid fluctuations, gold is used as a basis ' 
for calculations independently of paper 
values, and a certain amount is therefore 
always required to settle balances. This is 
especially true of a country whose man- 
ufactured goods are so largely imported as 
in the Argentine Republic. Speculators are 
therefore always on the lookout to meet 
commercial demands for coin, and no small 
part of these importations are due to their 
ventures. This is also to be considered as 
a temporary importation, The importa- 
tions for account of banking reserves, how- 
ever, are essentially different in character, 
but these are either obtained through the 
agency of loans, for which security must be 
given, or ihey are the product of exchanges 
or credit operations, and are therefore to be 
counterbalanced by entries in one form or 
another on the debit side of the public 
ledger. Gold does not flow into any 
pocket or country gratuitously and of its 
own lree will; something must flow out to 
counterbalance it. To illustrate the point, 
we have taken the trouble to note the re- 
ceipts of sovereigns in this market from the 
River Plate during the past month, which 
were as follows :

This is not an exceptional thing in this 
market, for sovereigns are constantly re- 
ceived here from foreign countries to meet 
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temporary demands, and they come quite as 
frequently and freely from the River Plate 
republics as from anywhere else. In fact, 
we are informed that at the present moment 
there is a profit of 3d. in the pound 
on sovereigns from the River over Lhos- 
imported from Europe. If now our Are 
entine colleagues will add to this quarte 
million the amount returned to Europe 
direct during the month of November, 
it will be found that the "enormous drain 
of gold from EuVope" is something of a 
delusion, Europe might just as correctly 
draw attention to the "enormous drain of 
gold from South America," The plain 
truth is— and our Argentine friends will 
some day learn the lesson— that speculation 
and borrowing will make no country rich. 
A few individuals may profit from it, but 
they can do so only through another's loss. 
Labor is the only creator of wealth, and 
upon it rather than upon the Bolsa and 
spendthrift legislation must the Platine re- 
publics depend for their substantial prog- 
ress. Advertising the receipts of gold and- 
then ignoring the shipments of the same, 
may flatter the vanity o( a few ignorant 
people and deceive a great many others, 
but it is a subterfuge that will not create 
real wealth nor ward off'the always impend- 
ing crash whicli the Argentines must exper- 
ience every few years.

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COFFEE CLEANING. 

40, Mincing Lane.

To the Editor of the Rio News, 

Dear Sir.— We were pleased to find out- 
remarks, as to the policy of cleaning coffee 
from the parchment, printed in the Rio 
Neivs of 5th ult. 

That this system will ultimately become 
general can not be doubted, the gain to the 
farmer is far too important to be kept in the 
background, and yet there seems to be op- 
position from what are called "vested 
interests." As yet there is no apparent 
need, in any way, to clash with such inter- 
ests ; all that is desired is that coffee should 
be brought to the Rio market in the parch- 
ment, and that those traders who wish to 
buy the coffee in the cttsquinha, should be 
enabled to do so. In time it would be 
found that coffee in this state would com- 
mand a relatively higher price, as the qual- 
ity is better preserved the longer the coffee 
is retained in the parchment, and the system 
of cleaning pursued in consuming countries 
is such as to answer individual require- 
ments. The nett returns to the grower also 
are sooner encashed titan is now the case. 
At some future period no doubt, there 
seems no reason why coffee, like much 
other produce, might not be shipped in 
bulk, in lieu of in bags; and here no 
doubt vested interest would he interfered 
with, but commerce follows natural rules 
which can not be altered, and the inevitable 
changes will arise. 

If you have space for these few lines we 
shall be glad, for although we have no 
direct coffee operations in the Brazils, stiil 
through friends here we have been closely 
connected with the trade for a long series 
of years.

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Railroad Notes 



— The Minus and Rio railway has been permitted 
lo lay one kilometre of its line with steel sleepers, 
as an experiment. 

—On [lie igth nil. the fiscal engineer of the Sao 
Paulo railway was informed that the company must 
take Hie necessary steps lo avoid reclamations for 
short delivery of merchandise, 

—On the 19th nil. the minister of agriculture 
authorized the Quarahim and Itaquy, Rio Grande 
do Sid, railway to reduce Ihe passenger tariffs to 
48 per cent, of present rates. 

—Decree No. 3,402, dated November 24II1, 
sanctions the payment of 350,000 francs to Hie 
Compngnie Gcncrale tie Chemins de Fer BrMliens, 
interest lor twelve months, July 1883 lo July 1884. 

—Complaints arc being made of (he state in 
which the old Tijuca road has been left by the 
parties who started to build a railway up to that 
point. Wliy has the work been stopped? Tfit 
was begun only lo save the concession, cannot some 
way be found to compel its completion ? 

—It now transpires thai the English syndicate 
has had no intention whatever of paying Ihe Leo- 
poldinn shareholders the seven millions in cash 
asked for that system ol lines, watered slock and 
all. The directors will probably have to bear their 
burdens a little while longer, or else modify their 
demands. 

—The traffic returns of the S. Paido and Rio for 
the third quarter of (he present and last year are:

— The Marica railway in the province of Rio de 
Janeiro, the first section of which, about 16 kilo- 
metres, was inaugurated on the 26th nit., will have 
a total extension ol about 39 kilometres. The 
gauge is .76 metre, and the cost is estimated at 
about 14,000$ per kilometre. The capital of the 
company is 200,000$, besides which there is a deb- 
enture debt. 

— The August traffic receipts of (he Sorocahana 
railway [trunk line] amounted to 59, 107$640, and 
the expenditures to 33,o88$826, leaving a balance 
of 26,oia$354. The receipts show an increase of 
577$24u over the same month of last year, while 
the expenses show a decrease of 2,6lo$o67. The 
receipts of the extension were 24,6ig$6oo and the 
expenses 14,623^513, showing a surplus of 9,. 
9n6$o87. 

— The first concession under the recent law was 
granted simultaneously with the approval of the 
law. Decree No. 10,090 dated on the 24th nit. 
grants the Sorocabnna railway 74 years privilege 
for a railway from Taluhy to the boundaries of 
Parana, and an interest guarantee of 6 per cent, or 
this extension and on that from Botucatu to tin 
Paranapanenia river on 30,000$ per kilometre, foi 
30 years we presume. The conditions ol the con- 
cession are loo long lor transcription, but as they 
are likely lo serve as the model (or future conces- 
sions under the new law they should lie carefully 
examined by those who propose tendering for other 
lines under this law. 

—We gather from the Great Western of Brazil 
meeting thai the directors have drawn up a protest, 
addressed as an appeal to ihe Emperor, respecting 
the novel claim of the Brazilian government to 
convert the 7 per cent, per annum guarantee into a 
guarantee of 3^ per cent, per half year. By thai 
process, he said the government could claim the 
benefit which might arise in one half of the year 
leaving the company to bear the loss in the other 
It is nothing short of a shabby trick, quite unworthy 
of any government with a character to lose. — 
Herepatfvs Journal, Oct. 27th. The great error of 
the company seems lo us to be that it has addressed 
the Brazilian government; the British legation in 
Rio was the proper recipient of protests against 
any and all such pretentions on the part of lha/.i 
ian government officials. 

—At the meeting of ihe shareholders of the 
Leopoldiha railway held on the 291I1 u It., the pres- 
ident of the company explained that the negotia- 
tions with the British syndicate had failed. Tht 
syndicate offered a small sum in cash and llie bal- 
ance of the purchase money in shares of the com- 
pany to be formed, but this was refused as Ihe 
directory was not authorized lo modify the condi- 
tions of the sale ol Ihe road passed by a previous 
meeting of the shareholders. The directory there- 
fore considered the negotiations closed, which ap- 
pears to have been acquiesced in by the syndicate, 
and offered the shareholders ihe following project : 
The capital to be ihe same as marked by Art, 6 of 
the slatules, represented by shares of 200$, or 
/22 lOr Sterling ; the 68,000 paid-up shares will be 
considered preferred up to 6 per cent, for participa- 
tion in llie dividends of the company; the 182,000 
shares represented by real-estate, objects (cousas) 
and privileges, according lo the eslbiuiles made by 
the appraisers and accepted by llie shareholders, 
will be considered ordinary and will receive any 
excess of dividend over ilml due ojj the preferred, 
enjoying, however, all other rights y\i\Q to ihe 
shareholders. In llie case ol liquidation, after the 
payments of Ihe debts, the balance will be divided 
among llie shareholders as follows; up lo 200$ for 
the preferred shares, and lo the same amount from 
Ihe excess for the ordinary, any balance remaining 
lobe equally divided. The proposal was passed 
with two amendments, one providing that any 
excess over 6 per cent, on llie ordinary shares 
would be equally divided between lite two series, 
and the other graining one vole to each holder ol 
IOO ordinary shares.

— The British gunboat Sivail<m> entered port on 
ihe 3rd Inst, 

— The British gunboat Flamengo arrived in port 
from Hahia on the 2nd irist. 

■ — The Swedish corvetle Saga, from Plymouth, 
arrived in port 011 the 2nd hist, 

—The Kange cannon, with accessories and pro- 
jectiles, recently acquired by the government, 
cost 99,520 francs. 

— A question lor philologists lias at least reached 
Rio. If "patrimony" is what one inherits' from his 
father, may not "matrimony" be the inheritance 
from one's mother? 

—The liquidation of (he "Forca e Luz" company 
is not at all a surprise. Rio has not'yet reached 
thai point where industrial novelties of tins character 
are likely lo prove successful. 

—Telegrams received here on the 27th ullo. 
announced the dealh of the President of the Swiss 
Republic, The foreign legations and consulates 
hoisted their flags at half-mast. 

— The little city of Para is now burying an aver- 
age of 5 or 6 small-pox victims a day. And ycl, 
the Emperor thinks the sanitary condition of the 
country lolerably salislactory. 

— It required two days lo pray for the souls of 
defunct benefactors and members of the brotherhood 
of the Misericordia. Whether the number of these, 
or their iniquity, required so much prayer is not 
reported, 

— The Brazilian government lias officially noti- 
fied the United Stales government that- this empire 
will be represented at the international maritime 
congress lo be opened at Washington on April 
17th next. 

—The well-known manufacturers of fine furniture, 
Moieira Cnrvalho & Co., opened a special ex- 
hibition ol their products at the K. Pedro de Al- 
cantara theatre on the 29th ult. We are under 
obligations for the courteous invitation sent us. 

— The panorama of Rio de Janeiro, by Victnr 
Meirelles, which has been on exhibition in Brussels, 
is now to be seen in Paris, Visitors to the ex- 
position next year will have a chance to see how 
well we look on canvas. 

— An extremely comprehensive trade mark was 
recently registered here. It covers linen and jute 
goods, silks, woolens and woolen cloths, machinery 
of every description, and machines for agriculture 
and horticulture. 

—The Cabral, a new steamer (or the southern 
ports service maintained by the Liverpool, Brazil 
and River Plate Co,, arrived here from Liverpool 
on the 26th ult. Four steamers are now employed 
in this service. 

—It is reported that a commission of investigation 
will be appointed lo examine into charges of in- 
subordination on the part of the crew of tile gunboat 
Affomo Celso, when stationed at Santos. Sailors 
and soldiers seem reslless in Brazil. 

—It -is said that the illustrious tribune, Lopes 
Trovao, is not in agreement with the methods and 
plans of the other illustrious tribune, Silva Jardim. 
We sincerely trusl thai the fate of the republic is 
not wholly dependent upon ihe pacification of these 
two leaders. 

—The government has appointed Deputy Andrade 
Figueirn lo represent Brazil at ihe Montevideo 
conference on international law. The illustrious 
advocate of human slavery will arrive just in time 
to assist the conference to close its session 011 inter- 
national rights, 

—The 17th battalion of infantry, which has been 
gelling into a row with ihe police of Sao Paulo, 
arrived at Realengo on the 26th, destined for the 
Campo Grande barracks. , The "republicans " who 
had gathered at the station to j^ivo them a manifesta- 
tion, were grievously disappointed, 

—It appears that the chief of police of the prov- 
ince of Rio de Janeiro and the commandant of the 
provincial police force both live in the city of Rio. 
At least ihis is the reason ascribed for their not 
pulling in an appearance at a considerable fire in 
Nielheroy on the night of the 22nd ullo. 

—A Belgian surveyor recently offered his services 
lo the government, but llie minister of agriculture 
replied ibat "national industry" had quite supplied 
the demand for ibis article. The minister might 
have added that the fulure of Brazil was immense 
and Ihe Flamengo might wait awhile. 

—Now that the police authorities have taken to 
deporting cafteua again, may we not ask whal has 
been done with that estimable young man who 
seduced some Iwo or three young girls and left Iwo 
of them locked up in a wretched unfurnished room 
in a cortico of this city? We wish to see how im- 
partial Brazilian justice is, 

—The Cazeta da Tarde [27H1] is highly im- 
pressed wilb the energy and justice of ihe minister 
ol empire in deciding thai aguardente may be de* 
posiled in any trafiiche ofiWhig the necessary 
security. Now colleague, lo be consistent let us see 
your spirit in claiming [lie same privileges for ker- 
osene, rosin, and many oilier articles ol like 
character ! 



—Two fires and a burglary in one establishment 
within three weeks should altract the attention of 
the police. 

—Work on the levelling of the Senado hill was 
formally inaugurated on the 25th ulto. The earth 
is to be used in filling in the swamps anil mangues 
of Praia Formosa. 

— Somebody with more money than sense re- 
cently left 9,000$ in government bonds in a shop 
here, He will recover bis property, of course, but 
does nol deserve it. 

— That Bendeugd meteorite has got home al last. 
It left the marine arsenal on ihe 261I1 ullo. and 
reached the national museum on the 27th in the 
afternoon, 

— Among the exporls in llie first fortnight of 
last month was a monkey, bound for Portugal, 
valued at 15$, and which paid the custom bouse 
750 rs. for duties. 

— The Jinmigiafdo, heretofore printed on good 
paper, has recently begun to use common news 
paper. And yet, no one ventures to enter a pro- 
tesi against llie extortionate duties on good printing 
paper ! 

— Chinese labor importation has received its 
death blow. M. Levasseur, a member of ihe 
Institute ol France, has declared against it, and 
who could possibly be hardy enough to oppose such 
an opinion ? 

—A lieutenant of the ist battalion of infantry 
complained lo the poiice on llie 29th iflto. that he 
had been run over by a cow. The Club Mililar 
sIlouH have at once taken actinn in Ihis matter. 
The brios of the army are compromised. 

— Of 80 seamen quartered on the corvette 
Bahiana in harbor, 8 were sent to hospital on the 
281b ulto. suffering from beri-beri. The sanitary 
condition of the vessel appears lo be a great deal 
worse than unsatisfactory. 

—On tiie 20th ulto, the minister of agriculture 
declared to ihe municipal chamber that (he contract 
for opening a tunnel between the Ruas da Gamlnia 
anil Saude was approved, except. as lo the clause 
permitting a tram service through the tunnel. 

—We regret to register the death on the 26th 
ullo. of Mrs. Andrew Steele, ihe wife of one of 
Rio's oldest and most respected British merchants. 
Mrs. Steele died al the advanced age ol 76 years. 
Our sincere sympathy is tendered Mr. Steele and 
his family. 

—The actual epidemic of morality Iliat forbids 
graduates al ihe law school in S. Paulo Lo take the 
oaths so easily swallowed by ihe very men who 
now profess to lie their leaders, is amusing. 
Swear at everybody and everything, young men, 
and then do like your republican colleagues ; go 
back on your swearing! 

—On the 25th ulto. 24 convicts were received 
here from Ouro Preto, Minas Geraes, to word on 
ihe Poor House improvements. What are our 
beggars doing all day long in the streets? And 
why not avail of this material together with vag- 
abonds and loafers generally ? A fortnight's hard 
work would relieve Rio of a good part ofits floating 
population. 

—There were 9,463 immigrant arrivals at this 
port in the month of November, of which 7,558 
were Italians, 1,167 Portuguese, 284 Belgians, 
246 Spaniards, 120 Germans, and the rest of diverse 
nationalities. This increases the arrivals since 
January 1st to 44,397. The November departures 
for foreign porls numbered 848. The November 
arrivals al Santos have not yet been received. 

— Sr. Nery, inspeclor-general of illumination, in 
his report dated on the 12th ulto (bul only pub- 
lished in the Diarb Official at ihe 26th) just knocks 
the whole bottom out the complaints of senators as 
lo their gas hills. There never has been a man as 
hard worked as Sr. Nery, nor a gas company as 
well managed as the present. At least thai is the 
deduction we make from ihe report. 

—The army, says the Club Mililar, > requires the 
dismissal of the Sao Paulo chief of police, as the 
only measure calculated to pacify its offended brios 
And the civilian, should be the reply, demands the 
immediate punishment of lltat cadet who, with 
6 soldiers, interfered with a policeman in (he dis- 
charge of his duty, as the only satisfaction oflaw 
and good order. Let us have an equitable division 
of responsibilities. 

—When the minister of justice went to visit the 
poor people's home on Ilha do Govemador on the 
25th ullo., one of Ihe mendicants showed sufficient 
funds to carry him back to his native land, Portugal 
We wonder how many more of these mendicants 
are waiting, not to accumulate funds to take them 
home, but to get a sufficiency which, invested in 
Portuguese mscitftoes, will render them inde- 
pendent of misplaced charity ? 

~0 Paiz has been trying to scare the inhabitants 
of Rio into fits.

We sincerely trust the River Plate republics 
will quarantine all .steamers from Rio; (.landers is 
not « disease one plays with, and when denounced 
by IIk first journal of South America, it is time to 
get y. u,- house in order, 



—The Pais says that the public garden in the 
Praca il'Acclamacao is becoming ihe largest chicken 
yard In the city. The "grotto" ought lo make a 
lovely hen-coop, 

— The chief-cook on half-pay of the palace not- 
ified the inhabitants of Rio on the 16th that he gets 
up the liltle banquets offered by Prince Pedro to 
bis friends, and that they are not supplied by 
pastry-cooks. 

—The minister of Portugal has recently pre- 
sented six dozen of old Port wine to the D. Pedro 
II insane asylum. Would it not have been better 
to send it to sound and healthy people with good 
palates ? 

--A foreign exchange, in noticing the death ol a 
gentleman, adds the following: "Much sympathy 

will be felt for Mrs. , twice a widow within, so 

short a time, her first husband, Mr. , having 

died a few years ago, etc." The notice seems to 
have been written seriously, too. 

— A painter recently addressed a circular to the 
various municipal chambers asking for contributions 
to execute a grand picture to. co mine 111 orate the 
abolition law, The first two replies were recently 
received and the contributions reached 76$. Il 
will require a very large number of municipalities 
at ihis rate lo complete the sum required. 

— Several of ihe manufacturing firms who are to 
take part in the Brazilian representation at Paris 
next year, are now organizing private exhibits of 
their products. Among these is the firm ol Freilas 
Soares & Rocha, dealers in and manufacturers ol 
fine boots and shoes, who have courteously in- 
vited our attention to their exhibit at No. 11 Run 
dos Ourives. 

— The government has conferred the distinction 
ol "gtatule dignalatio" in the Order of the Rose 
on Dr. Robert IT, Gunning, of l'almeiras, fur 
services rendered in connection with the Lyceu de 
Aries e Officios of this city. Dr, Gunning has 
taken a very active interest in the welfare of this 
beneficent institution and has contributed liberally 
for its support. 

— It is said that the husband of the poor woman 
who committed suicide a few days ago by saturat- 
ing her clothes with kerosene and then setting fire 
tolhem, was accustomed to bring his mistresses 
home with him and then compel his wife, a bride 
of only a few months, to wait upon them like a 
servant: If the reports are true, the neighbors of 
the brute should not wait one minute for llie 
police. 

—On the 261I1 ullo. at night the police attempted 
to raid a high life gambling shop. The door- 
keeper was loo quick for the authorities and closed 
the door. Whereupon the police besieged the 
establishment and 011 ihe next day 'captured the 
door-keeper— the "gamboliers" having retired. A 
local- journal says ihe door-keeper was released be- 
cause of a letter from a high and mighty personage, 
whose name is very improperly withheld. 

—An amateur has proved to the satisfaction of a 
reporter of Paiz that he can open nearly all the 
boxes at our post-office without any more formidable 
instrument than his finger. '1'he journal in question 
publishes the statement on ihe 26th ullo. and it is 
only natural to suppose that steps have been at once 
taken to prevent professionals from interfering. with 
the mails. Perhaps the facility with which letters 
and documents can be stolen has something to do 
with the innumerable complaints against the post- 
ofhee. 

— It seems probable that the chief immigrant 
station will be removed from the Ilha das Flores, 
across the bay, to Ponta do Cajii on this side! 
There have been very considerable sums of money 
spent at the Flores station, and it would seen im- 
possible that il is lo be entirely abandoned. That 
it may not meet the demands o! the increased 
number of immigrants is possible, but temporary 
arrangements could be organized, or there is some- 
thing wrong in forwarding immigrants to their 
destinations. 

-An old friend of Mr. W. J. Hammond, 
inspector of the Paulisla railway, S. Paulo, writes 
us concerning a recent article on abolition from that 
gentleman's pen: "An article in a recent number 
of the Nineteenth Century suggests lo us that 
Walter J. Hammond has considered it the best 
policy not to avail himself of the act of eman- 
cipation," We have not had the opportunity of 
reading the article iu question, but would suggest 
to our critical correspondent that so sudden a 
change can not be expected from our S. Pauio rail- 
way (riend. Mr. Hammond once believed all sorts 
ot evil would arise from abolition. 

—A candidate for medical honors, senior, was 
sent back by jhe examiners recently. His col- 
leagues have declared that " they will not playany 
more" and have withdrawn the picture containing 
their "mugs" from a shop in the Rua do Ouvidor, 
and decline to have any sandwiches when diphmm 
are conferred. The decision is nol altogether 
objectionable. I here are a few things quite as 
exatinglo a quiet man as that of Seeing^candi dates 
lor a doctor's file ami an emerald ring going 
around ihe slreels in black silk gowns and cans 
with ostrich featheis Muck on the edge. Gowns 
and caps were hired frequently. 






THE RIO NEWS. 



—The uiluiatler uf justice ]ms tippuimeil Dr. l\r- 
nesto Julio Bandelra lie Mello as chief of police of 
Sao Paulo, vice Dr. Jose" Joaqulni Cardoso de Mello 
Junior, who 1ms resigned, 

—The editor of the Cidade do Rio, Jose do 
PtUroclirio, has been warned not to discuss the 
Sao Paulo controversy any more. It is not agree- 
able to our military rulers. . 

-Twelve members of our cricket club left liere 
on the morning of lite 2nd inst., per Tannir, to 
play a series of matches with the clubs at Monte- 
video, Rnsnrio and Buenos Aires. 

— The police investigation into. t]ia«hnotiilR of a 
burglar by the Spaniard Dominguez on the night 
of the 21st ult,, has resulted in a report in hisfnvor 
The police find that he tired without nimfng at the 
burglar, consequently the death of ihe latter was 
accidental. 

—The Globo of Buenos Aires of the 16th ult. 
was ihformed by its Rio correspondent that the 
Brazilian minister of war proposes lo purchase 
fifty thousand horses in the Argentine Republic for 
the Brazilian" army. This will be equivalent to 
about three horses for every man in service. There 
must be a pretty active campaign in contemplation. 

—A fatal accident occurred on the 2nd at the 
S. Dingo station, a man named Silos jumping from 
a train and being caught by a passing train on 
another track. His head was crushed and death 
was instantaneous. The victim was the individual 
who some months since shot the seducer of his 
wife and was absolved by the jury. He dreamed 
the night lielore of seeing his little daughter killed 
in the very same manner of his subsequent death. 

—The dilettanti of the Rtia do Ouvidor were 
thrown into a very pleasurable stale of excitement 
on the evening of the 3rd by the news that two 
"adolescent journalists, Germano Hasslock-er of the 
Gazeta da Tarde, and Pardal Mallet of the Cidade 
do Rio, had fought a duel at the Restaurant Cam- 
pestie, Botanical Gardens, at half past six that 
evening. Although all Ihe solemn rules of ihe duel 
— so dear tn the Latin heart— were violated in 
fighting after the sun had gone down, the blood- 
thirsty antagonists insisted on having each other's 
gore, and the play went on. The result was two 
slight wounds for Hasslocker — one in the leg and 
one in the arm— both of which slightly soiled his 
linen. The principals and seconds are now on 
exhibition on the Run do Ouvidor. 

—The industrial establishments in this city re- 
ported (or taxation this year, according to their 
production, number 240, with 1,122 operatives, as 
follows: 1 asphalt factory, 1 bitumen factory, 42 
breweries with an aggregate product o) 526 hecto- 
litres, I butler factory, '2 charcoal kilns. 6 distil- 
leries, 14 foundries, 1 glass bottle factory. 2 glue 
factories, 1 gold-beating establishment, 1 lead-bar 
foundry, 29 lime kilns, 1 oil-cloth factory, 2 oil 
mills, 8 paper mills (wrapping paper and card- 
board), 30 potteries; tile kilns, etc., 1 sausage 
factory, 18 saw and planing mills, 1 shot factory, 
32 snap and candle factories, 3 sugar refineries, 1 
tan-yard 1 12 vats), 2 tallow-refining factories, 28 
tobacco factories, 1 toilet-soap factory, 2 vinegar 
distilleries, 3 wall-paper factories, and 2 wine 
factories. Nearly all of these are small establish- 
ments, employing but few workmen. Many of 
the principal manufacturing establishments of the 
city are not included in the above list, whether 
through classification or oversight we can not 
determine. Rio has several important cotton fac- 
tories, two large flour mills, and various factories of 
chemicals, chocolate, cigars, hoots and shoes, etc., 
which are not mentioned.
